Budget Meeting—1955 
March 14, 1955 


Following dinner at 12:30 p.m. the meeting 
was called to order at 1:40 p.m. by Chairman, Ray- 
mond H. Chase.

Also present were the 
three County Commissioners; Mrs. Anna Dube, Reg- 
ister of Deeds; Leo Cormier, County Treasurer; 
Mrs. Mary E. Cheney, Welfare Worker; Mrs. Ethel 
G. Waldron, Register of Probate; Sheriff Wilfred 
Pare; Mr. Angell of the Strafford County Farm 
Bureau; Mr. Dan Adams, past president of County 
Extension; John Lepene, County Farm Superintend- 
ent; and Mayor Thomas Keenan of Dover. 


Discussion about the break at the County Jail 
was discussed and explained by Supt. Lepene. Mr. 
Karkavalas made a motion that the Chairman ap- 
point a Committee of five to survey the plant proper 
and procedures of the County Jail with Mr. Lepene 
at a later date and to get together with the proper 
officials to learn what can be done about this situa- 
tion. Motion seconded by Mr. Moher, motion pass- 
ed. Their recommendations will be submitted to the 
delegation at a future meeting. 


Mr. Lucien Paradise explained three matters 
which will need special attention this year. They 
are: repairs to the Court House, installation of 
sprinkler system at the County Home and a new 
heating system at the Home, as the present boilers 
have been condemned by State Board of Under- 
writers. Figures have been received on the exterior 
work at the Court House. 


Each item in the budget was read and discuss- 
ed in detail. After a brief discussion on the appro- 
priation for Register of Probate, a motion was made 
by Mr. Brown and seconded by Mr. Karkavalas to 
authorize Register of Probate $300 from her ap- 
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propriation to use for re-binding and/or slip covers, 
plus any balance that may remain at the end of the 
year. Motion passed. 


Mrs. Dube stated that the system of re-index- 
ing is in alphabetical order and is very practical and 
suitable to lawyers. At the present time they are 
working on year 1947 and will finish February 1956 
(grantor side). She also stated that it would take 
two-thirds of the time to index grantee side. In an- 
swer to a question by Mr. Clement, Register of 
Deeds, Mrs. Dube stated that upon completion of 
this period of re-indexing 1940-1950 there would be 
no further need for appropriation excepting for sup- 
plies. 


A suggestion was made by Mr. Crandall that a 
drinking fountain be installed on the first floor of 
the Court House. Mr. Paradis stated that this has 
already been discussed and will possibly be done at 
a later date. 


The matter of a two way radio being appropri- 
ated for the Sheriff was discussed and explained by 
Sheriff Pare. The special appropriation for the Sher- 
iff was reduced from $3000 to $2500. $2250 to be 
used for installation of two way radio and $250 for 
furniture in his office. Motion was made by Mr. La- 
Casse and seconded by Mr. Evans that the first por- 
tion of the budget, General Government be accept- 
ed. Motion passed. 


The second portion of the budget on Public 
Welfare was discussed and questions were asked in 
regard to the Board and Care of Children. It was 
stated that the County pays $35.00 a month for the 
board of County children in addition to medical and 
dental care. Motion made by Mr. Green and second- 
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ed by Mr. Nehring to accept the second portion of 
the budget. Motion passed. 


The third portion of the budget, Interest, was 
explained by County Treasurer, Leo Cormier. He in- 
dicated that the $2,000 could be reduced to $1600 
on Interest on Temporary Loans. Motion was made 
by Mr. Swain and seconded by Mr. Malley that this 
portion of the budget be accepted. 


The fourth portion of the budget was brought 
up and discussed, and there being no questions, a 
motion was made by Mr. Brown and seconded by 
Mr. Littlehale that this portion be accepted. Motion 
passed. 


County Extension Service was discussed in full 
by Mr. Malley, Mr. Brown, and Mr. Adams. Mrs. St. 
Pierre suggested that in the future an itemized bud- 
get should be made on the County Extension Ser- 
vice. 


Also speaking in favor of the work of the Coun- 
ty Extension Service was Mr. Angell, past president 
of the organization. Mr. Swain suggested looking 
into the possibility of a decrease in the insurance 
rates if the sprinkler system is installed and also to 
check on the fire protection throughout the County 
Home. Motion made by Mr. Clement and seconded 
by Mr. Cormier that Indebtedness portion of the 
budget be accepted. Motion passed. 


Motion was made by Mr. Brown and seconded 
by Mr. LaCasse that the Expenditures portion of the 
budget be accepted. Discussed and passed. 


The last portion of the budget was brought up 
and motion was made by Mr. Estes and seconded by 
Mr. Nehring that the receipt items in the budget be 
accepted. Motion passed. 
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Rep. Chase brought to the attention of the del- 
egation that by having a sprinkler system installed 
at the Farm, it might help increase the income be- 
cause of additional space for patients. 


There being no further questions on the pro- 
posed budget, a final motion was made by Mr. Lit- 
tlehale and seconded by Mr. Nehring that the entire 
proposed budget, as amended for 1955 be accepted.

A special meeting of the Strafford County Con- 
vention was held at the Superior Court Room at the 
Strafford County Court House Building, Dover, 
County of Strafford and State of New Hampshire on 
the 23rd day of May, A.D. 1955. Raymond H. Chase, 
Chairman, presided. The meeting was called to or- 
der at 8:15 p.m. In the absence of the clerk, the 
Chairman appointed Mrs. Helen Funkhouser of 
Durham, as clerk pro tem. 


The reason for the late start was that some 
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members were late in arriving and it was necessary 
to await a quorum. 


The roll was called and a quorum was declar- 
ed present. The following members answered the 
roll call: Swain, Chace, Hennessey, Karkavales, Des- 
jardin, Felker, Webb, Crandall, Pearson, Funkhous- 
er, Stearns, Mros, Evans, Estes, Green, Maloomian, 
Letourneau, Malley, Brown, and Carignan. 


The following members were excused: Little.

ent, while Moher, Connell, Flanagan, Nute, Rolfe, 
Dustin, Nadeau, LaCasse, Cormier, Beamis, Kelley 
and Nehring were absent.

He further explained that 
the meeting had been called at the Commissioners 
request under the provision of Section 17, Chapter 
44 of the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, The 
purpose of this bond issue is to install a new heating 
system at the Strafford County Home and Jail as 
well as outbuildings to replace the present system 
which has been condemned by state authorities; to 
install a new fire preventative sprinkler system at 
the Strafford County Home as requested by the state 
Fire Marshal; and for exterior renovation and re- 
pairs to the Strafford County Superior Court House 
building all located at Dover, New Hampshire. 


Discussion ensued with an explanation by the 
Commissioners of the preliminary work that has 
been done, the necessity of the work and the esti- 
mates that had been received from various firms. 
Questions by the members of the Convention were 
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answered in detail by both the Commissioners and 
the chairman. 


There appearing no further discussion it was 
moved by Karkavelas of Dover, seconded by 
Maloomian of Somersworth and by roll call vote 


Voted: “That the Strafford County Commis- 
sioners be authorized to issue bonds to the value of 
seventy thousand ($70,000) dollars for the purposes 
of installing a new heating system at the Strafford 
County Home, Jail and outbuildings; for installing 
a new fire preventative sprinkler system at the 
Strafford County Home; and for the exterior reno- 
vation and repairs of the Strafford County Superior 
Court House building all located at Dover, New 
Hampshire.”’ 


The meeting adjourned at 9:50 p.m.

The report from the Survey Committee on the 
‘County Jail was not given because the committee 
chairman, Arnold Clement was out of State on busi- 
ness. On a motion of Mr. Malley and seconded by 
Mr. Swain, it was moved that when the survey com- 
mittee offers a unanimous report to the Executive 
Committee and if the Executive Committee pass un- 
animously the recommendations, the recommenda- 
tions may be carried out.

Questions of any necessary action in regards 
to the work being done under our recently authoriz- 
ed bond issue. The Commissioners said that two bids 
went out:on the heating system. On the motion of 
Mr. Brown and seconded by Mr. Karkavelas, that 
the County Convention approve the recommenda- 
tions of the Commissioners to have the work done 
on the new pipes for spring water at the County 
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Home. The new line from the spring pump to the 
Home should be 5 feet deep and about 300 feet long 
and of copper pipe.

report on itemized budget as follows:

As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County submit herewith, the report of the 
various County Officials for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1955. 


As of December d1, 1955, the County has a 
surplus of $Osb4@650. 2/4 5/5 9.0 7 


It has been an unusually busy year for the Com- 
missioners and all of their employees. Bonds of the 
County to the amount of $70,000, were issued for 
the following projects: 


Pointing and waterproofing the brick work and 
painting the windows and trim at the Court House. 


Installation of a sprinkler system at the County 
Home with sprinkler heads in each of the one hun- 
dred rooms, halls, porches, basement, etc. This is in 
conjunction with the modern fire pumps installed a 
few years ago, and the quick response to a call to 
the Fire Departments of the three nearby cities, 
should greatly lessen the possibility of any large fire 
and resulting casualties in the Home, which has al- 
most one hundred persons, in various stages from 
ambulatory to invalids. 


A new automatic oil heating system has re- 
placed the two 1895 horizontal return tubular coal 
fired boilers, which had been condemned owing to 
age, also motorized valves with thermostats in the 
wings, to give better control of the temperature in 
the Home. It is our belief this new system will be a 
great improvement and less costly to operate. 

With these three projects planned for the year 
and approved by the County Convention, we had 
the misfortune of losing the large hay barn full of 
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hay and the dairy barn, together with valuable farm 
machinery by a fire of undetermined origin. Fortu- 
nately no live stock was lost. We were able to re- 
place the dairy barn on its original foundation and 
a section of the hay barn for storage and replace the 
destroyed farm equipment with funds received from 
the insurance. 


We were very sorry to lose the Commissioner 
from Dover, Carroll E. Hall, who died October 24, 
1955. He served the people well and is a great loss 
to the County. 


To all the employees of the County Probation 
Dervartment, officials of the towns, and cities, who 
have aided us in the administration of County af- 
fairs and to all individuals, clubs and organizations, 
who have kindly contributed to the welfare and 
happiness of the inmates of our institutions, we are 
very grateful.

There were forty-five non support cases during 
the year 1955, and a small number of bastardy cases 
were handled by this office. 


C. Juvenile Cases 

A large number of juvenile cases were pre- 
sented to the juvenile courts with the cooperation 
of the New Hampshire Public Welfare Department 
and the New Hampshire Probation Department. 


D. County Jail Escapees 
About twenty county jail escapees were 
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brought before the Municipal Court for further ad- 
judication during the year 1955. 

Because of a large number of breaks in the last 
eight years, and after checking these matters over 
with other law enforcement officers and county oi- 
ficials, it is the conclusion of the county solicitor that 
the Strafford County Jail is inadequate to hold fel- 
ony prisoners awaiting grand jury indictments and 
House of Correction prisoners who are held either 
for non-support or misdemeanors. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the County Solicitor took the respon- 
sibility of informing all municipal court Judges of 
the County of the fact and requested that all bound- 
over prisoners be transferred to the Hillsborough 
County Jail at Manchester for safe-keeping, if said 
prisoners are unable to furnish bail. 


E. Uniform Non-Support Act 

This office tried a number of cases in Strafford 
County before the Superior Court under the Uni- 
form Non-Support Act which is an additional re- 
sponsibility added to this office. it also sent out to 
other jurisdictions non-support complaints uncer 
the Uniform Act for persons residing within this 
County. 


F. County Sheriff 


Advice to the County Sheriff and deputies as 
well as advice to city, town, and state police. 


G. Gambling Investigations 


Investigations have been made in collaboration 
with the sheriff’s department, local, and state po- 
lice. 


H. Medical Referee 
Investigations were conducted in collaboration 
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with the Strafford County Medical Referee and his 
deputies as well as with the sheriff’s office, local po- 
lice, state police, and the Motor Vehicle officers. 


I. County Bond Issue — $70,000 

Legal advice and preparation of all legal papers 
for the office of the County Commissioners and the 
Strafford County Convention for said bond issue. 


J. Nolle Prosecui 


Several minor cases were disposed of with cir- 
cumspect discretion. 


K. County Solicitor Payroll 

Itemized reports of court expenses, such as 
witness fees and stenographers’ fees were submit- 
ted to the Superior Court. Also, itemized expenses 
were submitted to the Superior Court for travel, 
telephone, and incidentals. 


L. Correspondence 


Voluminous correspondence with individuals 
and authorities both in and outside of the County. 


M. Investigations 

A number of investigations of complaints made 
directly to this office have been conducted through 
the cooperation of other law-enforcement agencies. 
This office has also investigated each and every case 
which has been presented to the municipal and su- 
perior courts and grand juries, which includes the 
preparation of testimony and other evidence neces- 
sary in the conducting of the trial. 


IV. CONCLUSION 


At the end of my third year in office, I wish to 
express my sincere appreciation to the State Police, 
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local police, Probation Department, County Com- 
missioners, County Convention, Motor Vehicle De- 
partment, the New Hampshire Welfare Depart- 
ment, and especially to the County Sheriff and his 
deputies for the cooperation extended to me. The 
help I received from all members of these depart- 
ments has made the office of the County Solicitor 
more effective as to its service to the public.

To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit the report of the Strafford 
County Cooperative Extension Service for the past 
year. 


The Strafford County Cooperative Extension 
Service is an agency established to serve all of the 
people in the County. It is the educational arm of 
the United States Department of Agriculture work- 
ing with urban and rural people in this area. The 
County Agents are employees of the U.S.D.A., the 
University of New Hampshire and Strafford Coun- 
ty. 


The Extension Office is located at 59 North 
Main Street in Rochester which is geographically 
nearly the center of the County. 


There are four full time and one part time 
County Agents conducting an educational program 
for the people in the County. An Executive Board 
of the Farm Bureau and the Cooperative Extension 
Service of the University of New Hampshire assist 
in formulating the policies of the County programs. 


The Agents positions are as follows: 


The Agricultural Agent is the office coordina- 
tor and has charge of the agricultural program for 
adults. | 

The Home Demonstration Agent is responsible 
for the Home Economics program for adults. 


Two 4-H Club Agents conduct a County club 
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program for boys and girls between the ages of 9 
to 21 in variations of general, home economics, and 
agricultural projects. 


The County Forester divides his time between 
Strafford and Belknap Counties and is the advisor 
for all woodland management problems in the Coun- 
ty. 


The Agricultural Agent furnishes timely infor- 
mation to farmers in the County in regards to up- 
to-date practices in the production of livestock and 
crops, and also helps with farm management plan- 
ning. This work is done through individual contacts, 
publicity, and meetings. Marketing and other work 
with commodity grouns which entails work with the 
consumer, producer, and processor was one of the 
features of the agricultural program during the 
1955 year. Being office coordinator, the Agriculturai 
Agent helps to unite the activities of the County Ex- 
tension Service and the different activities of the 
Agricultural Agencies in the County. The Agent 
serves as Secretary to the Soil Conservation District 
and also is a member of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Committee and works closely 
with the agricultural organizations in the County. 


The responsibility for the County 4-H program 
is shared jointly by two agents. The program offers 
many varied activities such as special events, camp, 
round-ups, field days, and 4-H Fair work. Leader 
training meetings in general club organization are a 
shared responsibility, as well as general 4-H pro- 
jects in health, safety, citizenship, and service to 
others. There are twenty-six projects with sixty di- 
visions. Agricultural project work is the job of the 
4-H Club Agent. The Associate Agent assumes the 
responsibility of the Home Economics projects. In 
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both of these fields special training meetings and 
project activities are held during the year. The 
County 4-H’ers also participate in State and Nation- 
al events which are a part of the overall program. 
The ultimate goal of the 4-H club work is to develop 
better citizens, responsibility to better living in the 
family, community, and Country. 


The County Forester, as his title shows, works 
with the woodland owners in this County. His work 
being of an educational nature entails in general 
woodlot management which is broken down into se- 
lective cutting, weeding, thinning, and planting. He 
furnishes the people of the County with market in- 
formation. He keeps woodland owners informed of 
new practices, and laws relating to timber owner- 
ship. He is responsible for woodland practices of 
the cooperators in the Strafford Soil Conservation 
District and checks the woodlot practices for the 
Agricultural Conservation Program. His teachings 
in the County are done mainly through demonstra- 
tions and publicity. 


On August first the present Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent assumed her duties in the County. There 
are now thirty-one organized Home Demonstration 
groups in the County and other interested groups 
who participate in various programs. Six hundred 
and fifty-four homemakers are receiving the month- 
ly news letter of homemaking hints, recipes, buying 
guides, and the monthly calendar of Extension pro- 
grams. An Advisory Council made up of fifty-seven 
community chairmen works closely with the Home 
Demonstration Agent. The goals for 1956 are to 
help families achieve the greatest satisfaction in liv- 
ing together; to interest new, young families in the 
Home Demonstration program; to develop with 
families a desire and a knowledge for better nutri- 
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tion, clothing, health, and safety practices; to teach 
the principles of planning the use of the family in- 
come; and to help families function as intelligent 


Consumers. 


In all the educational programs included in the 
Strafford County Cooperative Extension Service a 
great deal of the success is due to the time given by 
the people of the County who have served as volun- 
teer leaders and advisors.
